A Blot Among- Female Prisoners. 
PriTsnuoir, Pa., Got. 19,—It haa just 


leaked out that a free-for-all fight oc- 
curred among the female prisoners at 
tho Claremont workhouse last'iThurs- 
day night. Two women in the laundry 
department had a quarrel which re- 
Eultcd iu an incipient riot, friends of 
both women interfering and taking op- 
posite sides, The prisoners fought each 
other fiercely, scratching ono another, 
tearing each others' clothes nearly off, 
and pouuding an adversary wherever 
an opening occurred. 


The three matrons in charge could do 


nothing with the women, who acted 
like wild animals. Half a dozen male 
officers of the prison were finally sum- 
moned by a matron who succeeded in 
escaping from the room, and the bellig- 
erents wore placed in 
dungeons. 


During the night two of the worst 
prisoners, Maude Hutchison and Mamie 
AVhitc, escaped from their cell, their 
door being carlessly left 
unlocked.

Oillespic, at whose house molds and 
metal were found, is supposed to havo 
manufactured the counterfeit coin, and 
Alley to have passed it on the street 
car passengers. Thijy were held to the 
grand jury. 


C. H. Arnowski and B. Landon wero 


arrested yesterday morning and held 
on a charge of counterfeiting, $760 of 
bogus money, mostly in 85 bills, being 
found in their possession. A partial 
examination of their room disclosed 
presses and apparatus by which Si bills 
can be raised to 8100.

The Reported Killing of an American

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Speaking ol 


some recent attacks on the census. 
Superintendent Porter said yesterday 
"I always welcome honest and iutelli- 
pent criticism, especially of the pre- 
liminary bulletins, because It is an aid 
to the perfection of the final volumes 
The oblect in publishing these bulle- 
tins Is two-fold; to give in advance ag- 
gregate results and to invite criticism, 
including the bulletins on special sub- 
jects now in type, the eleventh census 
will have published 2,400 printed pages 
against 200 pages representing 
the 


total publications of this sort (exclud> 
Ing population bulletins for both 1881 
and 1800) of the tenth 
census, or 


twelve times as much. This work has 
all been thoroughly well done, and has 
met with general approval from sources 
best capable of judging. In fact these 
bulletins have been welcomed as th« 
best ever compiled. Thoy are accessi- 
ble to all and apeak for themselves. 
And there is no reason why they 
should not be the best. Twenty-five 
out of the thirty men upon whom 1 
have placed the most reliance were the 
very same men whom Oen. Walker 
selected for the same work. 
They 


came to their work thoroughly equipped 
in knowledge and 
experience. The 


population of minor civil divisions will 
be all published in a few days. It 
stands side by side with the work ol 
1880 and is open to the criticism of the 
world. 


It is easy enough to assault a great 


work like the census, but assuplt is 
one thing and criticism is another. 
In 


the first place, we had to gather to- 
gether and drill a vast army of raw 
recruits, numbering in all 60,000 per- 
sons, for that number took part in the 
census. Of course, some of them did 
bad work. How could it be otherwise? 
And Gen. Walker will tell you the same 
was true of the tenth census. 
A cen- 


sus without error is an impossibility. 
Especially is this true under the pres- 
ent system of overloaded schedules and 
temporary organization. 


When completed the eleventh census 


will make not less than twenty-five 
quarto volumes of 1,000 pages each. 
The amount of detail covered by these 
volumes is stupendous: The history of 
(including Indians and AlaskaJOS,000,000 
people, separately treated; the proper 
corporate and other limits of 150,000, 
minor civil divisions, properly adjusted; 
the financial condition of the same divis- 
ions correctly stated; the agricultural, 
manufacturing and mining resources 
of the nation carefully analyzed—-and 
in every case the information is ob- 
tained from the individual, corporation 
or firm; the amount of the mortgage 
debts of the people abstracted from the 
records and obtained direct from mil- 
ions of people by correspondence. 


One handling of the population sched- 


ules for the purpose of punching the 
doles chronicled over 1,000,000,000 facts. 
After this, these 03,000,000 cards with 
their 
1,000,000,000 statements 
must 


each pass through the machine five 
times. 


These are but a few main features of 


the census wor;r. Would it be surpris- 
ing, therefore, if people who go around 
with microscopes did find a few errors

all sorts of complaints could be lodged. 
And why? Because no statistics or no 
sober, honest statements of facts stfffi- 
ciently simple to be exact for tho en- 
tire land will ever be sufllcient for the 
wants of local boomers of population, 
manufactures, mineral resources, and 
for the heralds of our corn crops. Up 
to the present time the work of the 
census bureau has been

The Reported Kllllnv of an American 
Seaman la Valparaiso Confirmed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—Official con- 


firmation of the report of the fatal af- 
fray between 
sailors 
belonging to 


United States and Chilian vessels at 
Valparaiso, Friday, was received last 
evening by Acting Secretary Soley, of 
the 
navy department, 
from Capt. 


Rchley of the Baltimore, the only ves- 
sel of the United States navy now at 
Valparaiso. 
Capt. Schley's dispatch 


does not give particulars of the affray, 
but its wording leaves the impression 
that the tragedy originated-' in a street 
brawl between 
the 
Bailors. 
Capt. 


Schlcy says that a boatswain's mate 
was killed and that six seamen were 
injured, how seriously he does not tell. 


This information differs materially 


from the newspaper report received, 
which gave four as the number killed. 
All the sailors belonged to the Balti- 
more. Nothing as to how the Chilian 
sailors fared is mentioned in the dis- 
patch. Capt. Schley says that he is in- 
vestigating the matter. No action has 
been taken by the navy department, 
which will await Capt. Schley's report 
on the circumstances of the case before 
moving in the matter. 


Capt. Schley's dispatch states that 


the men were at liberty on shore when 
the affray occurred. He informed the 
navy department recently that he had 
suspended the granting of liberty to 
his men and would keep them on board 
the Baltimore until matters became 
quieter. The resumption of a peace- 
able condition 
of affairs probably 


caused Capt Schley to rescind his 
orders of restriction.

It has subsided 
where it existed in and about Aleppo. 
Dnly a very slight inconvenience has

experienced this season from 


quarantine, which now Is entirely re- 
moved. Intending visitors to this coun- 
try have nothing to fear from either 
cholera or quarantine, and they will 
find Palestine ordinarily healthy."

afternoon the president, Assistant Sec- 
retary Soley, Commodore Folger and 
Lieut.

Which Paid the Bobbers but Little 


for Their Labor. 


A BRAVE BUT INEFFECTUAL DEFEHSE. 


Five Men Prove Too Much for One, 


but Fail to Find the Booty They 


Were After—Distribution 


and Surrender. 


, Pa., Oct. 18.—Between 


8 and 4 o'clock yesterday morning' Ave 
masked men stealthily approached the 
little one-story framo olDco of

Spencer Coal Co. at Dunmore. At a

Determined Squatters. 


A number of squatters npon the Oher 


okee Strip hiive determined to maintain 
their right to pre-empt claims on thif 
land, notwithstanding the orders of the 
government against the right ot anyon 
to tuko up olnims npon it. They expeo 
to appeal to the courts to protect them 
on the ground that the Cherokee Strip i 
public laud; that it does not now no 
never did belong to the Indians, and be 
ing public land, under tho land laws 
they claim the same right to take it u; 
as if it w&ro any other part ot the publi 
domain. 


The chances are that these pioneer 


will be able to maintain their claim tc 
their present holdings. It is true tha 
this strip, known as the Cherokee Stiip 
is west of tho 100th meridian; that th 
strip or outlet granted tho Chorokees a 
tho time they were moved from Florid; 
to tho Indian Territory did not oxteni 
west/ of tho 100th meridian, us that was 
at that titue, the western boundary o 
tho United 8tatos. All territory west o 
that hue been [acquired by the govern 
meut since. The strip is an accident o 
legislation in fixing the boundaries o 
Texas, Kansas, Colorado and New Mei 
ioo. In this legislation it was omittei 
and being opposite the Cherokee outle 
tho Indians have claimed it. 
Attention 


to tht'so fuels has been brought about by 
tha scarcity ol public lands. 


The course of these squatters, who ar 


evidently well informed mon, will bring 
about a Haul settlement of the rights o 
property in this land. 


Tho Late Indian War. 


The annual report of General Milei 


will be one ot much public interest, as i 
covers the late Indian war. Gen. Miles 
takes up the causes whioh led to the war 
and in some considerable detail gives i 
history of the period of hostility and set- 
tlement, lie quotes at length from re 
ports mude by Gen. linger, who at the 
time commanded the department of the 
Dakota, to show that the disaffection o 
the Indmus at Standing Rook was to be 
attributed to the following failures ot the 
government:

A THIEF FEOM. BIBTH. 


Tom Williamson to be Executed 


for Murder at SedaHa, Mo. 


In the Sunday Globe-Democrat ap- 


peared a long special telegram from So- 
dalia, Mo., giving in brief a confession of 
Thomas A. Williamson, who is to be exe- 
cuted oa October 31, for the murder of 
Jefferson Moore, committed in May, 1890. 
Preceding the confession is an autobiog- 
raphy of great length. It says that Wil- 
liamson was born ia Tazewell county, 111., 
April 23, 183i,Iaod was a thief almost 
from his boyhood days. His first felony 
was committed m I860, whe n he stole n 
horse at Centrolia, 111.; he was released 
on a S5fO bond, which he jumped. In 
the fall of 1861 he enlisted in Company 
A, lOSih Illinoia Infantry, and served 
until the close of the rebellion. He then 
returned to Tazewell county, where, in 
1867, he and a cousin n«med Harkett 
were arrested for murdering an old Ger- 
man farmer. Harkett turned state's evi- 
dence, but WilliamEon WB.I convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged. On the day eet 
for the execution u commutation to life 
imprisonment was granted. He served 
eleven years and three months, and wns 
then pardoned. A year later Le drove 
intj DecRtnr, III., a herd of cattle belong- 
ing to a prosperoue farmer and sold them. 
For this crime he wr.s sentenced to three 
additional years at Juliet; he served 
twenty-seven inonthe, and on biiiog re- 
leased proceeded to the house of his 
brother near Xsnia, Kan. Then he be- 
came n wanderer through Kansas find 
Missouri, and lochted Rt Senalia in 1889. 
* * * "One weel; Inter, May 21, 1890, 
old man Moore nnJ 1 bud a fuss. Ho 
threw a chunk of wood at me which 
struck me on tha head. I threw a Hat 
iron at him and missed him. I went out 
and' got the ax ni'd struck him on the 
side ot the head with it. He turned 
over, and I struck him on the forehead 
and killed hiai. I tLen drugged him out 
to the cellar an i threw him in, covering 
him with dirt the next morning. I Etaic 
that night at the house, and slept by my- 
self." Inquiry at tlie circuit clert'u ofl'ce 
to-day failed to recall the name or »p- 
pearanoeof Williamson. He was i'iul)n 
bly convicted for cuttla stealing m Maroa 
county about 1S79, and sent up HH i,tat-<" 
in the telegram.
